Bingm an's operations began on S a t­

Company, leaving for

chock made payable to W. C. Hayden 
and alleged to have been issued by 
the 
H ighspire D istilling Company. A 
Steelton bank check w as used. 
His 
account was opened in the sum of $sf>. 
L ater in the evening he appeared 
at the Cham bersburg Gila Com|*any, 
where he gave a check 
for 
a gas 
stove, which be dir ected to be sent to 
to home of Mrs. Henry, rn Lincoln 
W ay W est. 
Here he secured $0 m*»re 
than the am ount of the purchase. He 
claim ed that he 
has! 
rented 
apart­ 
m ents at the Henry home. 
A t Clay H ennm ger’s, in company 
with the girl, said to be his wife, he 
purchased a $25 set of furs. He gave 
in paym ent a 
bogus check. 
From 
H cnninger’s they went to F. H ayes 
H arm on’s furniture store where a $ 2 0 
m attress was purchased. 
This w as 
directed to he sent to the home of 
Mi's. Henry. 
Here he gave in p a y ­ 
ment a $28 cheik receiving $ 8 in cash. 
A t Harm on’s he offtred a chink made 
payable to W. H. W eeler and given 
by W. C. Hayden. 
Sam uel Lightner, 
of the Harmon store, identified Bing- 
man as W eeler, the purchaser of the 
m attress. 
He was evidently in need of C hrist­ 
mas money. 
A gain Israel M andelstan 
was selected as the victim .

o'clock Kingman made purchases at 
the M andelstan store am ounting to 
$5.
